LONDON, Oct. 14—The British official statement issued tomght 
tells of the latest offensive by the British troops between Labassee 
and Arras, It reads as follows: 

‘* Yesterday afternoon, after a bombardment, we attacked the 
enemy’s trenches under cover of a cloud of smoke and gas from a 
point about six hundred yards southwest of Hulluch to the Hohen- 
zollern redoubt. We gained about one thousand yards of trenches 
just south and west of Hulluch, but were unable to maintain our posi- 
tions there owing to the enemy’s shell fire. 

‘*Southeast of St. Elie we prepared and held the enemy’s trench 
behind the Vermelles-Hulluch road and the southwestern edge of the 
quarries, both inclusive. We also captured a trench on ihe northwest 
face of the forest. We captured the main trench of the Hohenzollern 
redoubt, but the enemy is still in communicating trenches between the 
redoubt and the quarries. 

‘‘With regard to the statement in the German communication of 
October 14th that we attacked over almost the whole front between 
Ypres and Loos, no attacks whatever were made other than those 


described.”’
